About noon on November 11 Mr. 
Nichols’ company had moved back 
to a little hill. There they re- 
mained that night. It was not 
until a truck train appeared after 
dark with headlights blazing that 
this Upland soldier was convinc- 
ed that war was over. “I never 
saw anything in my life that look- 
ed so good to me as those trucks,” 
he recalls. He remained on the 
{hill that night, and spread his 
blanket out on the ground and 
slept so soundly following 
welcome news of peace that he did 
not notice the extreme cold. The 


}frost in his ears, he says. 
BOOTS STOLEN 

He remembers the previcus 
night vividly, too. Seeking shel- 
ter from a cold rain in what was 
left of a barn, he took off his 
boots to use them as a pillow. 
The next morning the boots were 
gone, so he had to resort to hob- 
nail shoes which he kept in his 
knap sack. Mr. Nichols remain- 
ed in Europe for nine months in 
the army of occupation. 

NEWS 45 DAYS OLD 

Cc. K. Cunningham, who served 
in the U. S. navy for the dura- 
tion of the war, did not know that 
peace had been declared until 45 
jdays after November 11. Sta- 
|tioned on the U, S. destroyer Paul 
Jones, convoying troop ships to 
and from France, Mr, Cunning- 
ham was in the middle of the At- 
lantic when the Armistice was 
signed. It was not until the ship 
returned to Brest, France, that the 
sailors learned the welcome news. 

In the navy since this country’s 
experience in Mexico in the Vera 
Cruz incident, Mr. Cunningham 
saw more duty than sailors v ho 
enlisted in 1918. 


THREE SHIPS LOST 
Three ships were lost while Mr.

Why another election on the $30 e\ ery week pension plan? 

Surely, this plan has been given a thorough study, a thor- 
ough test—and a thorough and emphatic repudiation. 

Isn’t it time steps were taken to prevent selfish interests 
from making profits out of people’s false hopes? Can’t 


something be done about this racket of getting people’s sig- 
natures, of having special elections and of needlessly disturb- 
ing everyone? 

There has been talk of requiring special election petitions 
to be signed only in the presence of publie officials, such as 
the registrar of voters, his deputies or the county clerk, 

Once a measure has been defeated, it should not be per- 
mitted on the ballot until five years have elapsed—that’s an- 
other idea that has been expressed. 

And some thinkers on public issues have suggested that to 
earry, an initiative measure must have the support of 75 per 
cent of the voters. 

The initiative and referendum are well established pro- 
cedures in our democratic government and they should not 
be abolished—only modified. 

What is said here is not directed only toward the Ham and 
Egg promoters. The single tax proposal is up every election 
year. Oil control measures—which should be settled by the 
legislators—have been repeaters on the ballot. 

Among other things emphasized in the election results is 
the vital need for a reform in laws governing special elec- 
tions.
